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ditional or otherwise, to said county or to in-
dividuals in trust for said county or for said 
city, shall be as effectual to grant and convey the 
same and insure title in the grantee upon the con-
ditions expressed in said grant, as though done 
after the passage of this act and the same had 
been duly authorized by law. Provided, however, 
that nothing contained in this act shall be con-
strued to affect in any manner any litigation now 
pending in court. 

SECTION 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 392. 
AN ACT relating to the diet of inmates of county 

jails. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Dia of prison- SECTION 1. The boards of supervisors of the sev- 
en. eral counties of this state are hereby authorized 

to prescribe the diet of the inmates of the jails in 
their respective counties and to fix the maximum 
compensation to be paid therefor.
